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Wright urges pardon for North, Poindexter

' WASHINGTON - Rep. James C Wrighl 
Jr.. D*Tex., incoming speaker of the House, 
said Sunday that President Reagan should 
pardon Lt. Col. Oliver L. North and former 
national security adviser John M. Polndex* 
ter >- a move Wright said he would consider 
“the ultimate act of leadership." 

By pardoning two pivotal players in the 
Iran-contra crisis, Wright said, Reagan 
would take full responsibility for his former 
subordinates* actions — regardless of 


whether he knew specific details — and clear 
the way for North and Poindexter to divulge 
testimony they have withheld on grounds 
that it could Incriminate them, 

"If he truly wants them, to come forward 
and tell the whole truth, and It he wants 
them .to have immunity from prosecution, 
there’s a simple way, a straightforward 
way," Wright said on the television program 
"John McLaughlin: One on One." “He can 
grant it with a stroke of a pen. Presidential 
pardon Is the ultimate Immunity.” 

Wright's suggestion, coming days after 
congressional investigators refused to grant 


North and Poindexter l.mltedJmmunlty, as 
Reagan requested, was criticized as 
premature by Republi cans and Democrats 
Involved in the'probe.' " ’ 

However, leaders of the congressional 
committees appointed to ' investigate the 
crisis said Sunday that they may eventually 
grant limited Immunity if the Impasse 
threatens to paralyze the government and If 
the two emerge as the only sources of Infor- 
mation OR hoW' the administration came to 
sell arms to Iran and to divert proceeds to 
aid Nicaraguan contra rebels.

Accused of disrupting sociefy

Shanghai officials had displayed a suprising degree of 
tolerance during three days of demonstrations, but ap- 
parently ran out of patience Sunday. 

Near midnight, 10,000 to 15,000 students still milled 
about In frigid weather in a cordoned off area of the vast 
People's Square in downtown Shanghai. Only those with 
student Identification cards were allowed through police 
lines to Join them. Journalists were kept out. 

About a mile away, police blocked off a rectangular 
sector ln front of the Clfty Hall along lhe riverfroht'Bund 

The official Xinhua News Agency, In Its first detailed 
account of. the demonstrations, s^d early- Monday the 
students were "aggravating the already crowded traffic 
situation and disrupted normal production and social 
order." / 

Shanghai Is China’s largest metropolis with a popula- 
tion of 12 million. 

-Xinhua quoted a Shanghai official as saying some 
demonstrators, by putting up banned protest posters, 
“are attempting to disrupt stability and unity and 
derange production and social order by taking advan- 
'tage of the patriotic zeal of the students and their long- 
ings for democracy and freedom." 

The news agency also said students beat up 31 police 
who asked them to disperse Friday evening. 

Xinhua iald hundreds of students broke . into the 
Shanghai People’s Congress Friday and were ignoring 
appeals from Mayor Jiang Zemin to end their protest. 

Sunday’s rallies In Shanghai were the latest In a series 
of demonstrations this month In a half dozen major cit- 
ies. The ' demonstrations, demanding greater 
democracy, were the biggest of their kind in China since 
the closing days of the tumultuous 1965-76 Cultural Rev- 
olution more than a decade ago. 

Xinhua said Monday people were complaining "we 
have Just gained some peace after the Cultural Revolu- 
tlon and Is th e suffer ing brought about by the Cultural 
Revolution not enough?"

World population 
expected to hit 
6 billion by 2000

WASHINGTON - In the next 14 years, the Earth’s 
population will grow by more than the total number of 
people who inhabited the planet In 1S5Q, the U.S. Census 
Bureau projected Sundoy. 

By the' year 2000, the world's population will have 
grown 1.3 billion to 6.2 billion, the bureau projected. In 
1850, the world held about 1.2 billion people. 

The vast majority of the growth will occur In poorer 
nations, with developing countries "growing at a rate 
more than three times that of the develop*^ countries 
at the end of the 20lh century," says the bureau’s 
“WorldPopulatlonProflle: 1985." 

“About 90 percent of world population growth is oc- 
curring In poor countries that can least afford to cope” 
with rapid increases in population. 

“It’s not the absolute size that a country, achieves 
that is causing difficulty. ... It Is the rate of change that 
prevents' countries : from catching up In terms' of- 
agricultural productivity, creating new jobs, delivering 
health care bnd all the other- advances needed for , 
development,"' commented J. Joseph Speldel of the 
private Population Crisis Committee. 

Werner Fornos, head of the independent Population • 
Institute, said the new Census projections “underscore 
the need to redouble population assistance for the Third 
World.” Actions taken oetween nOw and the end of tho- 
eentury will be crucial In determining whether world 
population growth can eventually be stabilized at 
around 8 billion people, Fornos said. 

The new Census report comes a flay after a private

County signs 
contract with 
juvenile jail 

Four juveniles sent tofacilify 


'tn-FaHa-County-faegfto-bo B fdlng — 
Juveniles at the Southern Idaho Youth ' Center this 
weekend after its County Board of Commissioners sign- 
ed a contract with center owner Cloyce ^dwarda late 
Friday evening. 

Hours before the contract was signed, the center bad 
been re-opened by Stale Fire Marshal Bill Wallis after 
Edwards signed a separate agreement to correct alleg- 
ed fire-code violations at the facility, located four miles 
east of Jerome. 

Wallis had ordered the center closed last week until 
Edwards signed the agreement. 

Twin Falls County Commissioner Maivln Hempleihan 
said the county board was waiting for the center, which 
can. hold about 30 youths, to sign the agreement with 
-the flre.marshai:berore [t signed a contract to use the 
facility. . , 

Under the terms of the fire marshal's asreement, 
prepared by the Attorney General’s OfRce, the center 
operators will correct, the deficiencies found by fire in- 
spectors in October and November. Among the pro- 
blems were lack' of an approved fire wall between the 
dormitory and office: lack of an emergency lighting 
system, an alarm system and a sprinkler system; inad- 
equate location of fire doors; and lack of an approved 
duct system and hood with automatic fire supresslon 
system In the kitchen. 

The (Ire marshal’s agreement set out deadlines for 
completion of the Improvements. If the work was not 
completed by the deadlines, the center would be closed. 

Wallis said he used an agreement to solve the pro- 
blems at the center rather than punishment because his 
investigators found the facility was needed, and that 
Juveniles would be "better off” there than in county 
Jails. 

The Twin Falls County Commissioners sent county 
building Inspector, Lee Taylor, to tour the center two 
weeks ago because of their interest In contracting with 
the center.- Taylor had found problems similar to those 
noted by the fire Inspectors from Wallis’ office.

Insurance, Hcmpleman said. The commissioners also re- 
tain the right to.make unannounced Inspections.

Tired Voyager 
pilots uncertain 
of fuel supply

MOJAVE, Calif. - The crew of the experimental 
airplane Voyager battled fatigue and faced new worries, 
Sunday that fuel might run out before the craft reaches 
Its goal of an unrefuelcd flight around the world. 

After a grueling week of non-stop (li^t over more 
than 21,656 miles, pilots Dick Rutan and Jeana Yeager 
have been so tired at times they cannot provide accu- 
rate information to contollcrs, said Voyager designer 
Burt Rutan. 

-And the fuel gauge was not giving accurate readings, 
leaving the possibility that the spindly craft ml^t glide 
back to Edwards Air Force Base, Calif.,- "with the 
engine out of gas,” said Rutan. 

However, sleep was refreshing the crew members 
enough to keep flying, the plane well, said Dr. George 
JutUa, the flight physician. 

Yeager was at the controls and Rutan was resting in a 
6:47 p.m. report from mission control. At tbat poilUbn, 
Voyager was 2,973 miles from Edwards Air Force Base 
In California, where It took off at 8 a.m. on Dec. 14. 

When the 5:47 p.m. report was Issued, the craft was 
over the Caribbean Sea nearing the Central America 
coast. 

Smooth air and good tailwinds were expected ail day ' 
Sunday, said chief meteorologist Lon SneUman. 

Good landing weather also was expected on Tuesday, 
but in the meantime. Voyager will encounter headwind 
up to 15 knots when it crossesHo the Pacific side of Cbn- 
tral America and heads north to California. 

Burt Rutan, the pilot's brother, said he was uncertain' 
where the headwinds would leave Voyager’s fuel supply

Hall says he joined a ‘foreign legion’ 


NEW YORK (AP) - Sam Hall, a^ 
rested 10 days ago on espionage 
charges in Nicaragua, says be is tne 
sole remaining member of a private 
"American foreign legion” formed in, 
1984 after talks with U.S. mUllary 
officials: . 

He spoke in an Interview for 
broadcasrSunday on CBS News' "60 
Minutes” program. 

Hall, who is In a Sandlnlsta prison 
In Managua, said be knew of no rela- 
tionship between the group - called 
"Phoenix Battalion” — and the CIA 
or the National Security Council. 

Congress is investigating whether 
officials of those agencies violated 
any laws In aiding anti-Sandlnlsla 
Contra rebels. 

At one time the battalion had 540 
members, he said, but was later - 
disbanded. Now, he said, he was the 
lone member. 

“It was started by being invited to 


the Pentagon on the 28th of 
November" in 1984. he said. 

- Asked by whom he was invited, he 
responded, "I can't say that. That 
name I win give behind locked doors' 
at a congressional hearing.” 

' MaJ. Greg McGuckln, a Pentagon 
spokesman, declined to comment on 
the alleged 1984 meeting, saying, 
"Hall and his claims have nothing to 
do with us. It’s really a State 
Department matter, anything Hall 
might have to say.” 

Sandra McCarty. State Depart- 
ment duty officer, said. “I don’t 
know anything about any meeting 
like that.” 

Phoenix Battalion "was formed as 
an American foreign legion.” Hall 
said. "I was picked as an American 
to go overseas and was given some 
money, about $12,500. ... by certain 
people, private industry.” 

The battalion, he said, was designe 


to act as "an independent army 
where it was a counler-terrorlst, a 
para-military unit, where we would 
be based In different locales around 
theworld." 

Hall asked "60 Minutes” to check 
his story with two Navy officers now 
retired. Capt. William Hamilton and 
Cmdr. Francis Fane. Both acknowl- 
edged having encouraged Hall to or- 
ganize an American foreign force, 
■*60 Minutes” reported. 

McGuckin, the Pentagon 
spokesman, said he could not check 
Sunday night to learn the status or 
whereabouts of Hamilton and Fane. 

Hall, a former Olympic silver 
medalist and Ohio state repre- 
sentative. said he Joined the group 
after shaking a drug habit when he 
decided to "finally start doing 
something for somebody else Instead 
of myself." 

He trained as a commando in 


Israel and served as a counter-ter- 
rorlst la South Africa, Angola lad El 
Salvador — and as commander of 
the Contras’ Mlsklto Indian forces Ifl 
Honduras, he said. 

Hall, who was arrested whUe.be. 
was sneaking around a military air. 
base with a mop in his sock, said be_ 
had been told of "a big Soviet' 
buildup" at thebase. 

"I came down here simply to , 
look," he said. ; 

"My main concern was to find out . 
what they’re doing new in construe-, 
lion. Now we’re talking fuel tanka, ' 
so on and so. forth, what’s', 
underneath covered' buildings," be 
said. 

He said he was arrested on hla se- 
cond trip to the base, after getting 
Inside by sharing a taxi with 
soldiers.

WASHINGTON — In newsrooms across the 
nation, the struggle to coin a name for the 
mushrooming scandal in Washington goes 
on. "The Iran Connection” and "the arms 
deal” were quickly succeeded by 
■Trangate," "Contragate" and "Olliegate." 
But none caught on. and more fanciful 
■ names are being floated: "Iragua” (a 
British Import), "Teflon Dome" and "Iran- 
amok.” Behind the fruitless search is an ob- 
vlousbutstlllpuzzllogquestion: Whatls 
this scandal about? 

. Thcsomewhatsurprislnganswcrls: the 
contras. Emotionally, the arms deal with 
Iran seems thacenter^rf the scandal. The 
1979-81 hostage crisis has made the 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini a permanent 
irritant to the U.S. psyche. Ronald Reagan's 
hypocrisy about "no ncgota lions with ter- 
rorists" compounds the public's dismay. But 
the fact remains, the Iranian transaction _ 
was a sideshow to the secret war In Central 
America, , 

In contrast to the Improvised Iranian af- 
fair, the secret war in N Icaragua was an in- 
stitutional effort anda priority to Reagan 
foreign policy. Not only did It begin earlier 
than the effort to free the hostages, it In- 
volved many more U.S. officials. 

The notion that Lt. Col. Oliver L. North. • 
the former National Security Council official 
In charge of execuIJng administration policy, 
was a "cowboy" who was "out of control" on 
the contras Is increasingly implausible. 

Associated Press reporters Robert Parry 
ond Brian Barger have written that North 
drafted a three-page memo. In early 1984, 
proposing a "private aid” network to aid the 
Nicaraguan rebels. National Security Ad- 
viser Robert C. "Bud" McFarlane presented 
the proposal orally to Reagan, who approved 

It was not until late 1984, that the White 
House got Into the business of selling guns to 
Iran. There was no geopolitical design 
behind it. Reagan's ormsdeal. It now seems 
clear, was an ad hoc response to an 
emergency: the kidnapping of William 
Buckley, the CIA station chief in Beirut. 

And North always kept one eye on . 
Nicaragua. Attorney General Edwin Meesc 
III says that North diverted from $10 million 
to $30 million in profits from the arms sales 
to "the forces in Central America." 

Moreover, while the investigation of the 
Iranian transactions has proceeded quickly, 
far less is known about the Central 
American end — and the administration is 
less eager to investigate It. Mecse has 
ordered Justice Department investigators

to look into North's diversion of the arms 
sale profits — but none of his other Central 
American afcllvltics. Meese has also slowed 
the Justice probe into a contra gun smuggl- 
ing operation In Fort Lauderdale, Fla., in 
March 1985. 

As North carried out the administration's 
policy, he was assisted by dozens of gov- • 
ernment officials. If Reagan and his aides 
now seem reluctant to come clean. It may be 
because they have some idea Just how shady 
the execution of that policy was and how 
many people arc implicated. 

North proceeded on three fronts: 
psychological, political and military. 

Psychological operations arc reportedly 

among North’s favorites ^ "psy-ops” in the 
lingo of Washington Beltway strategists. 

The point is to disrupt the enemy’s thinking, 
keeping him off-balance, lowering his 
morale, goading him Into miscalculation. 

A classic example was the effort to rattle 
the Sandlnistas right after Reagan's rcclec- 
tlon, in November 1984 by having U.S. jets 
set off sonic booms over Nicaragua. Ad- 
ministration sources say that the sonic 
booms wereNorlh's idea. 

A more Intricate and widely coordinated 
"psy-op” seems to have been the 1984 co- 
cainesmuggling sting that snared a 
Nicaraguan named Federico Vaughn, 
described by the Reagan administration as a 
high-ranking Sandinista official. Vaughn’s 
arrest meshed niceiy with Reagan policy. In 
a televised speech last March, the president' 
showed picturcsof the transaction and - 
declared that “top Nicaraguan government 
officials are deeply involved in drug traffick- 
ing.” Nicaragua denied the accusation, and 
the Drug Enforement Administration said 
that It had no evidence to substantiate 
Reagan's charge. 

The sting operation has North's finger- 
prints all over It. A DEA informant and pilot 
named Adler "Barry" Seal set up a cocaine 
shipment from Colombia to the United 
States, using Nicaragua as a transfer point. 
Like North, Seal was experienced In covert 
operations, havlngserved In the U.S. Army's 
Speclal Operatlons forces in Vietnam. 
Moreover, the plane Seal was flying wasjhe 
same plane shot down in Nicaragua on Oct. 

5. carrying Eugene Hasenfus and two other 
Americans. Phone records of the San 
Salvador house where Hasenfus’s superiors 
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lived show frequent phone calls to North's 
White House office. Is it sheer coincidence 
that the same plane was used in both opera- 
tions? 

This “psy-op" has a curious and fatal en- 
ding.

panel in mld-1984. Ostensibly the seven-man

Miami gun store owned by a man involved in 
the Fort Lauderdale gun smuggling opera- 
tion that the Justice Department is now in- 
vestigating. Another participant in the il- 
legal shipment was Robert W, Owen. North's 
aid at the NSC. 

North was also intimately Involved in help- 
ing the contra cause politically. He spoke to 
dozensof right-wing groups, and provided 
them with photos and information. He 
assisted right-wingorganizatlons in making 
TV spots harshly criticizing opponents of 
contra aid. such as Barbara A. Mikulski. now 
a senator from Maryland. Last fall 
Mikulskl's unsuccessful Republican oppo- 
nent, Linda Chavez, thought Ihe'ads were 
counterproductive. But she didn't ask the 
sponsors to pull them. She went straight to 
North. 

Most important, of course, was North's 
support for the contras’ military efforts. 
Exactly how North implemented his plan for 
the "private aid" network is not yet known. 
But one critical early episode involved the 
activity of a Defense Department advisory 


The Slnglaub connection is not the only In- 
triguing aspect of this panel. At least two 
other members also had ties to North and 
the private-aid network: retired Brig. Gen. 
Harry C. Aderholt who heads a Florida 
organization, the Air Commandos, active in 
assisting the contras, and F. Andrew Mess- 
ing, a strategist of Third World "low Intensi- 
ty conflicts" and another friend of North’s, 
Thesubstanceof the panel’s meetings with 
the Salvadoran Air Force would prove inter- 
esting. By March 1985 the contra resupply 
effort was operating out of the Salvadoran 
Air Force’s largest base. 

The U.S. ambassador to Ei Salvador, Ed- 
win G. Corr, and the top U.S. military ad- 
viser. James Steele, both admit having 
"monitored” this air supply operation. And 
Vice President George Bush acknowledges 
that he helped a Cuban-Amcrican named 
Felix Rodriguez get a job advising the 
Salvadoran Air Force. Rodriquez lived In the 
San Salvador safchousc from which phone 
calls.were made to North's office, Bush says 
that he met three times with Rodriguez, and 


that one meeting was attended by Carr and 
North. Yet Bush says no one told him that 
Rodriguez was working in the contra supply 
operation. Given the cooperation that North 
received, It should be clear that the scandal 
Is the administration's policy of defying the 
congressional ban on direct or Indirect sup- 
port lo the contras. 

Bush's revelations about Rodriguez are on- 
ly one part. One of Rodriguez's colleagues In 
the contra supply operation was a Cuban- 
American who worked under the alias of ' 
"Ramon Medina.” Hasenfus, when shown a 
picture of a man named Luis Posada Car- 
riles, identified him as his boss, Ramon 
Medina. National Public Radio has reported 
that phone calls from the San Salvador 
safchousc where "Medina" lived went lo 
Posada’s mother and doctor In Miami. No 
one in the contras or the administration has 
"denied thal Medina Is Posada. The silence Is 
significant: Posada-Medina is a fugitive te^ 
rorlst. 

Posada was arrested in Venezuela in 1976, 
for his role in planting a bomb aboard a 
Cubana Airlines jet. The plane blew up just 
after lakcoff, killing all 73 people aboard. 
Posada was held for nine years In a max- 
imum security prison before escaping in 
1985, under mysterious circumstances. Soon 
after, he turned up in San Salvador working 
for the contras along with Rodriguez. (Now, 
Posada has vanished.) 

— Could BushrNorth'andolficTCrsrofficlals 
"monitoring” the contra rcsupiHy operation 
know Medina was Posada? Posada was close 
lo anti-Castro activists in Miami who have 
longslandIngCIA tics. Bush served as CIA 
director in 1976, and his son.

Jeb Bush, by all reports, 
is a fervent contra supporter and has ex- 
cellent contacts in Miami's Cuban-Amcrican 
community. 

More generally, Reagan demonstrated in 
the Iranian arms deal that he had no qualms 
about doing business with people involved in 
Inlcrnational terrorism. And North, his 
friends report, was fond of saying "One 
man's terrorist is another’s freedom 
fighter.” Perhaps he had Posada in mind. ■ 
•Perhaps, North was — once again — ar- 
ticulating administration policy. That the 
Reagan administration may have known ail 
along Us "freedom fighters” were terrorists 
Is the heart of the scandal. •

for a weekend of skiing on those reports. 

I went along with the deception; it seemed 
like a smail thing. But, once you start It’s 
hard to slop; dishonesty breeds more 
dishonesty: eventually, the small things 
began to add up and 1 got out of the 
business,. 

With each little deception, I gave away a 
part of my soul, silently admitting that 
keeping my Job was more Important than 
telling the truth. 

Obviously, there's more to P.R. than bam- 
boozlemenl; it’s largely image-making.

Castleford 
schools 
will be 
accredited

CASTLEFORD - CasUeford 
schools will be accredited this year, 
but accrediting officials say three 
areas could use Improvement, 
Superintendent 'Ron Erickson told 
the school board at Its meeting last 
week. 

"Our high school will be approv- 
ed." he said, "although we have been 
advised In three categories." 

_Those_ .categories _ Include., lhe_ 
school support area, because 
Castleford has only one custodian; 
the pupil support program, because 
of the lack of a counselor; and the 

E rofessional staff; because "we're 
avlng our teachers do custodial 
work that Is not In line with their 
professional duties," said Erickson.

The school has two years to make 
Improvements in the Uree areas. If 
the Improvements are not made, the 
school will be warned for one year 
and then could lose its accreditation. 

"If we lose'state accreditation, we 
lose state money," said Erickson. 

Idaho adopted the Northwest Ac- 
creditation Standards as the state 
standards last year, and Erickson 
recently attended the Northwest 
Accreditation meetings In Portland. 

Erickson also told the board 
members that under new federal 
regulations the state will no -longer 
be able to pay the employer’s share 
of social security taxes, beginning 
January 1987. 

"We'U have to pay about $4,000 up 
front each payroll period," said 
Erickson. 

He said the state will reimburse 
the school districts, but because 
they have the money Invested, the 
reimbursements won’t come until 
the end of the quarter^ 

Erickson said it Is not the state's 
fault, but It will affect all the school 
districts. 


Teachers, board meeting informally

TWIN FALLS -- The Twin Falls School District 
and Twin Falls Education Association have 
begun meeting Informally to settle potential 
contract disputes and- arc considering beginning 
formal negotiations at the end of January. 

"I suggested to (Superintendent Carl) Snow 
thot negotiations begin immedfotely . . . because 
the last two years it's dragged on into the sum- 
mer," said TFBA President Nick Nicholson. 
TFEA members represent a portion of the 
district's teachers and negotiate for all of them. 
...Snow echoed the need for beginning talks, say- 
ing, "We're very much In favor of getting 
together early.” 

The current meetings concern many sections 


of the teachers’ master contract. A primary 
area of concern al this stage involves equity In 
extra-duty pay for teachers, but both sides say 
discussions arcstUl preliminary. 

•i don’t think there’s any major obstacle that 
we can't get done - except salaries because we 
don't knowwhat thot will be;" Snow said. 

Nicholson sent a letter Oct. 30 to the school 
board suggesting they meet to reach cooperative 
long-term goals in areas such as i;educlng class 
size. Increasing funding for the district and rais- 
ing teachers' salaries. 

The board responded In a letter Dec. 9 express- 
ing an eagerness to schedule two days of negotia- 
tions In late January when '’all concerns would 
be discussed and where pos;>iblc addressed." 

Nicholson said he hasn’t responded to the offer, 
but that one set of dates conflicts with a 


previously scheduled meeting. Until then, he Is 
meeting with Snow Informally to . iron out dif- 
ferences before the official negotiations. 

A major contention remaining for the formal 
sessions is the district’s use of an outside 
negotiator. The district will be represented at 
the bargaining table by one or two board 
members, two ■ administrators and ' the 
negotiator, who is hired by the Idaho School 
Board Association. 

TFEA will field three members at the table, 
but without* the advantage of a professional 
negotiator. 

‘■The only fly I see al this point Is the district's 
commitment to hire negotiators," Nicholson 
said.

A draft of the audit was revised after city 
and chamber officials suggested corrections 
and additions. 

’The final, version gave 12 components of the 
Twin Falls economy above-average ratings, 
saying they are assets in recruiting.' new 
business. Among them are wage levels,- labor 
supply, utility costs, vocational education, In- 
dustrial sites and medical services.' 

The local business climate, which had been 
rated average, was added to the list, largely 


because drjdlril ventures between the' cily and' 
the chamber and because the CUy Council has 
pursued governmental actions 'to entice hew 
business. 

The Twin Falls primary and secondary 
education system, which had been rated as a 
liability because of poor pupil-teacher ratios 
and low funding foreoucation. appeared among 
the “average,” or adequate, factors In the finoi 
version.

Filer man beats odds against quadriplegia 

Doctors told Rex LaGrone 5 years ago he’d be lucky to feed himself— he proved them wrong

TWIN FALLS — Five years ago 
doctors told Rex LaGrone he'd he 
lucky If he could ever sit up and feed 
himself. 

“Maybe' they said that Just to 
make me prove them wrong,” the 
■young Filer man says modesUy. And 
- prove Uiem wrong he did. 

Although medically a quadriplegic 
. as the result of a near-fatal accident 
five years ago In which his neck was 


fore he died from hypothermia on 
the desert five miles west of Balanc- 
ed Rock in late May 1981. He had lain 
' there overnight after being thrown 
from his pickup tnck the night be- 
fore when he failed to negotiate a 
curve en route home from rabbit 
hunting. 

A farm worker on the Easterday 
farm discovered him when he went 
out to irrigate at 5:30 a.m. Although 
It was spring, LaGrone was near 
death from hypothermia when he 
was found. 


‘Quadriplegic means everything takes four 
times as long,’ he joked.

broken, LaGrone now Is married, 
sings In his church choir and drives 
to work in a specially equipped van. 


The esteem of his fellow employees 
at Magic Valley Regional Meolcal 
Center was obvious Dec.-'IS when he 
was named Employee of the Year at 
the hospital’s annual Christmas par- 
ty. 

When he walked with crutches to 
the podium to accept the award, his 
■co-workers stood and applauded. His 
selection recognized not Just the 
fact he is a competent member of 
the hospital's accounting depart- 
ment where he programs computers. 

- It also was a tribute to LaGrone's 
example of “what a difference 
determination, faith and love and 
support of family and friends can 
mean In the face of tragedy,” 
hospital officials say. 

LaGrone, 29. makes his long 
rehabilitation sound easy and would 
give all the credit to his family and 
many friends In the Castleford area 
where he grew up and his parents, 
Jim and Ua LaGrone, live. 

And while he discounts the effort 
he must make to perform ordlna 7 
tasks most people lake for granted, 
close associates point out the ex- 
traordinary effort It requires for 
LaGrone to Just get to work in the 
-ffloralBg: — ^

where he underwent surgery for his 
broken neck. A piece of his pelvis 
was used to fuse hls broken verier- 
brae. 

Four months followed in the Elks 
Rehabilitation Center In Boise. But 
when he returned to bfs parents' 
home he still was unable to walk. 

' A little tone had been found In one 
of hls leg muscles and with 
dedicaled help from family and 
friends LaGrone set out to nurture 
and Increase the use of hls limbs. 

Larry Rankin, then pastor at the 
CastleiorcT Baptist Church who has 
since moved to Blackfoot, came 
almost dally to help exercise hls 
legs. Many friends. Including Don 
and Mike Gryblll, Terry Kramer, 
Rich Huff, Tim Quigley, Bruce 
Wheeler and others, took turns help- 
ing. 

“Sometimes It was hours every 
day of the week," LaGrone said. 
They moved hls legs full range and 
helped him with pushing exercises.

Preliminary findings from the 
Cblldren'i^osplUl National Medical 
Center suggest that autistic .. 
children and others who Inflict Inju- 
ry on themselves have an Unbalance 
of brain chemicals associated with 
pleasure and pain. 

Barbara Herman, chief of labora- 
tory operations at the BraUi 
Research Center,' has new evidence 
that these children are born with 
high levels of beta endorphins, one of 
the brain's natural opiates 
associated with pleasure and pain. 

Swedish' researchers recently 
reported that autUtic children-bave— 
higher opioid peptide levels In their 
spmal fluid than do normal children. 
Herman contends that these ex- 
cessive levels leave autistic children 
In a high state of self-satisfaction. 
Their lack of responsiveness to 
others, the constant rocking and 
starloB, might repreunt the fact 
that they have no biochemical need 
to reach out to others. 

On the other band, children who 
bite, bang and chew at their bodies 
might continue such behavior mere- 
ly because there is no pain, Herman 
said. High levels of beta-endorphins, 
sbe'expialned, can raise a person’s 
pain threshold. 

- If this theory Is correct — that 
"opioid systems" underlie these 
disorders — blocking these brain 
• systems should help control these 
behaviors, Herman said.

Westwood plans to stick with the 
mlnl-crini for a while, but she Is 
stymied on the next step — a mid- 
winter version of the crml.

Teens at speded 
risk in VD rash, 
physidans say 


PH11.ADELPHIA (AP) — Hundreds of teen-agers are 
turning up at Philadelphia clinics with a penlcUlIn-resls- 
tanl strain of gonorrhea that has hit epidemic propor- 
tions. according to cUy physicians. 

Dr. Robert G. Shenrar, director of the city Health 
Department's division of disease control, has alerted all 
city physicians and outlined a program to fl^t the 
resistant strain, called penldUlnase-produclng Neisseria 
gonorrhoerae.orPPNG. 

At least 330 cases of the strain were reported In the 
city this year, compered with 26 In 1985, according to 
statistics. The targe increase classifies the disease as an 
epidemic. 

In 1985. more than 17,000 cases' of gonorrhea were 


reported; 22 percent of the patients, or 3,776, were 15 to 
19 years old, according to city figures. 

"We see easily hundreds of teens with VD In a year," 
Dr. i^n Hunger, an emergency room physician at 
Tem^ University Hospital, said Wednesday. "Maybe ' 
10 tow percent turnout lobe PPNG." 

Dr. Theodore (Hirlsto^er, assistant director of the 
emergency room at Thomas Jefferson University 
HospllaJ, said he sees a comparable number of teen- 
agers, Including many who return with repeat Infec- 
tions. 

The three doctors said teen-age patients know little 
about sexually. transmitted diseases-or-how to protect 
themselves. 


"A lot of kids have blind trust In their partaers." 
Christopher said. "A teen-ager who thinks he or she U m 
love It doesn’t come to mind. It has to do with the re- 
sponsibility of handling a sexual relationship, and a lot 
of teen-agers Just don't nave that sense yet.” 

Kor uie same reasons, many teen-agers fall to tell 
their partners to get treatment, he added. 

Untreated, gonorrhea can lead to sterility to women, 


who usually notice no symptoms. The disease causes 
pain for men, who rarely ignore the symptoms long 
enough for the disease to cause damage, said Sharrar, ..

A new method of detecting genetic 
defects In the womb Is fast becoming 
an alternative to the more common 
amniocentesis. 

The procedure, chorionic villus 
sampling (CVS), can beperformed In 
the eighth or ninth week of pregnan- 
cy. Amniocentesis la usually per- 
formed in the 15th week.- If an ab- 
normality Is found following am- 
niocentesis, the pregnant woman 
faces a choice of second-trimester 
abortion, which Is riskier and more 
traumatic than terminating a 
pregnancy In the first 12 weeks. 

But doctors are still debating 
whether CVS cairles a larger risk of 
causing a miscarriage than am- 
niocentesis does. 

In a CVS procedure, a thin, plastic 
catheter Is Inserted into the vagina, 
through the cervix, to the outside of 
the fetal sac near the placenta. The 
woman Is awake during the nearly 
ppinless procedure. The physician 
watches an ultrasound monitor to 
make sure the catheter Is in the cor- 
rect position. A suction bulb on the 
end of the tube draws tiny, pulp-llke 

F Jectlles (villi)' from the outside of 
sac. The collected vUll-are sent 
a lab (or chromosome mapping 
and other genetic tests lo_exppse 
cpodlfloris Including Down ' syh-‘ 
drome, Tay Sachs disease and 
sickle-cell disease. 


Amniocentesis is performed by In- 
serting a thin needle through. the 
abdomen and uterus Into the am- 
nlotic sac. A small amount of the 
fluid surrounding the fetus Is 
withdrawn and anaiyzed (or genetic 
problems. 

Amniocentesis has been widely us- 
ed In the United States (or about IS 
years. CVS or amniocentesis Is 
recommended (or women 35 and 
older because they have on Increas- 
ed risk of bearing children with 
Down syndrome and certain other 
genetic disorders. 

CVS was developed about 10 years 
ago In China. Testing of the pro- 
cedure in this country, began about 
(our years ago at M centers around 
the country. The National Institutes 
of Health and the Food and Drug 
Administration are colIectlng..data 
on safely and efficacy of CVS. 
Recommendations for general use 
are not expected for about two 
years. 

The most important question to be 
answered about CVS is whether It IS 
as safe as amniocentesis. The older 
procedure carries a O.S percent risk 
of- causing miscarriage. Assessing 
that risk for CVS, done earlier in the 
pregnancy, is more difficult because 
miscarriages are- most likely to oc- 
cur during the first trimester, ex- 
■plalriedDr.'Ealrd'Jacksonof Thomas' 
Jefferson University In Philadelphia, 
so It is difficult to know whether 


CVS was the cause. 

According to Jackson, If ultra- 
sound is used to assure that (he 
fetus Is alive before performing CVS, 
and If the procedure is done correct- 
ly, the miscarriage risk Is only 0.5 
percent the same as for am- 
niocentesis. 

Jackson operates a worldwide CVS 
registry that has collected data on 
30,iXK) cases. Hfs own gynecological 


group has used the technique 2,300 
times. 

In the Washington area, CVS is of- 
fered by Dr. Joseph D. Schulman, a 
genetics and In-vltro fertilization 
specialist In Falls Church, Va., and 
Dr. John Larsen at George 
Washington University Hospital. 

Schulman has done about 1,000 
procedures since January 1985. .
